ADMIRAL TELLS RESERVISTS 


OF ECONOMY OF NAVY NOW

Describes Good Will Cruise Formalities 
Which, He Says, Would Surprise

Re-education of the Navy to a 
“peacetime frame of mind of econ- 


omy” was described by V. Adm. 
Wiliam M. Fechteler, deputy 
chief of naval operations for per- 
sonnel, before a.luncheon session 
of the Reserve Officers of the 
Naval Services (RONS) at Hotel 
. 

several hundred dele- 
gates at the RONS’s first annual 
national convention, Adm. Fech- 
teler declared that re-education 
had been “no small job.” 

“Most of you probably don’t 
realize that there even was that 
side of the Navy because you were 
with us during the shooting, when 
it was ‘Get on with the war and 
damn the expenses’—and rightful- 
ly so,” the Admiral continued. 

Requests Must Be Justified. 

“Those days are gone—likewise 

rightfully so, If you had the ex- 


&- | perience of going before the Bu- 


reau of the Budget or a congres- 
sional committee to justify a re- 
quest for an appropriation you 
would know what I mean. We 
have to justify by cold facts and 
figures every dollar we ask for.“ 

There are other peacetime Navy 
jobs which also would surprise 
his war veteran listeners, Adm. 
Fechteler asserted. Among these 
he included good will cruises, 
which mean such formalities as 
full guards and bands, dressing 
ship, manning the rail and gun 
salutes, , 


“When you were told to fire a 
thousand rounds at the Japs, no- 
body cared much if you hit that 
number plus or minus a hundred,” 
he said, “But when you are salut- 
ing a president, it had better be 
21 guns, no more, no less, if you 
don’t want a diplomatic incident 
on your hands.” 

The RONS convention opened 
two-day sessions this morning with 
delegates from 120 chapters 
throughout the country, repre- 
senting about 35,000 members, at- 
tending. Also present were high 
ranking naval officers prepared to 
outline to the reservists the Navy’s 
portwar defense and training pro- 
gram.

Fleet Adm. William F. Halsey 
Jr., one of the most distinguished 
of the convention's guests, arrived 
at Lambert Field this afternoon. 
He was to address a meeting of 
the St. Louls chapter of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia Alumni Asso- 
ciation at 4:45 p.m. at the Univer- 
sity Club.

Adm, Gingrich told of plans for 
the Naval Reserve, which he said 
would include an organized re- 
serve of 200,000 officers and men 
and a volunteer reserve of 800,000, 
The smaller group will be main- 
tained in a state of training for 
immediate assignment to wartime 
jobs, the larger for technical jobs 
and cadre (skeleton organization) 
assignments essential to large 
scale naval warfare, he said.

Asked if her father’s car had 
been built to seat three persons 
in the rear seat, she answered: “I 
don’t know what they had in mind 
when they built the car, three 
people could sit in the back seat.”

Hough asked, 

“No, sir, he already knew it,” 
Mary testified. 

“Did you request to be taken to 
the hospital?” 

“No, sir, I assumed. that if I 
needed medical attention they 
would take care of it, that it was 
part of their duty.” 

The questioning then dealt with 
her trip to the office of Dr. Victor 
J. Meinhardt on Feb. 13 for X-ray 
examinations and to the office of 
another physiclan several days 
later. Mary told of the taking of 
X-rays, showing the bullet in her 
back. 

Following a brief recess, during 
which Mary drank a soft drink 
brought to her by a relative, she 
resumed the stand for five minutes 
longer. The questioning disclosed 
that Morris and a probation of- 
ficer had taken her visit the 
Wentzville tourist cabin, 

Cross-examination of Mary ended 


at 3:20 o’clock and she resumed 
her place beside her attorneys. 
Physician Next Witness. 

The next defense witness was 
Dr. Francis M. Barnes Jr., a phy- 
sician and a specialist in nervous 
and mental diseases. He was ex- 
pected to be the last witness for 
the defense, 

In answer to a question, Dr. 
Barnes said, “I examined Mary 
on March 17 and 19.” At this 
point Mary yawned, He contin- 
ued, “I asked her about her home 
life, school work, associations and 
recreations. I learned that she 
had suffered an attack of sleep- 
ing sickness when she was about 
5 years old. She told me she had 
suffered headaches at intervals of 
two or three weeks since that 
time.” 

The defense prepared for Mary's 
testimony by presenting evidence 
that Michael had carried a pistol! 
since last October and had boasted 
of undérworld acquaintances. Mor- 
ris, in a dramatic opening state- 
ment, told the jury that Mary had 
tried to save her father’s life and 
had been shot. Her wounds, in the 
right arm and back, were illus- 
trated through photographs and 
X-rays showing a bullet in her 
back. 

Mrs. William Walker, a Negro, 
former maid at the Reardon home, 
was the first witness today. She 
testified that Mary was about 
two years old when she and her 
husband started working for the 
Reardons, During the eight years 
of their employment, during which 
they lived in the home, the witness 
said she found liquor bottles, 
empty and full, under mattresses 
and pillows and in closets. She 
described Mrs. Reardon as “a 
drinking woman” who on one oc- 
casion fell in the street in front 
of the home when drunk. 

One night at dinner Mrs. Rear- 
don grabbed Mary by the hair, 
Mrs. Walker said, and when the 


father by a pet name, “Pook.” 
Mary and her father was compan- 
ions and Reardon selected his 
daughter’s clothes in recent years, 
James Reardon said, 


Mrs. Reardon drank to excess 
during the last five or six years, 
the witness told the jury. When 
under the influence of alcohol, he 
said, she was “noisy, disagreeable 
and took delight in making nasty 
comments.” Where she formerly 
was fastidious about her dress, in 
recent years “it was just a matter 
of putting on clothing,” Reardon 
observed. 


Mrs. Charles H. Moran, 45 Berry 
Road Park, Glendale, Mary's aunt, 
testified that Reardon spent most 
of his leisure time with his daugh- 
ter, taking her and her friends to 
swimming parties, shows and on 
camping trips. “They were de- 
voted to each other,” Mrs. Moran 
stated. 


Discussing Mrs. Reardon's at- 
titude toward Mary, Mrs. Moran 
said the mother was “sharp and 
critical, and in a way scornful of 
her interests and activities.“ Mra. 
Moran said Reardon took his 
daughter to California and Mexico. 
Mrs. Reardon accompanied them 
to California, but not to Mexico, 
the witness added. She said Mrs, 
Reardon had been drinking for 
about 15 years. 

When Mrs. Leslie A. McLean, 
of Los Angeles, sister of Reardon, 
took the stand the defense sought 
to establish that she is ready to 
provide a home for Mary. An ob- 
jection by Associate Prosecuting 
Attorney William Hough was sus- 
tained on the ground that such 
testimony would be immaterial. 


Mrs. McLean testified that Mary 
and her father had visited the Me- 
Leans, and she Had visited the 
Reardons She described the girl 
as devoted to her father and re 
spectful to her mother. The wit- 
ness said Mrs. Reardon drank ex- 
cessively for the last five years 
and when drinking appeared “sub- 
normal.” 

Jurors Feel Bullet. 

Members of the jury felt the 
bullet in Mary's back yesterday, 
makin, the examination with the 
assistance of Dr. Joseph F. Trigg, 
physician and defense witness. 
The girl’s sweater and waist were 
raised and the women and five 
men on the jury touched her back 
at the spot indicated by the 
physician.

MASTER PLAN FOR 
DEVELOPING CITY

mission by a majority vote. The 
bill originally required a _ two- 
thirds vote for overruling the 
Commission, but this was changed 
by an amendment. 


As its purposes are outlined in 
the ordinance, the city plan ig to 
provide for a “co-ordinated, ad- 
justed and harmonious develop- 
ment of the city.” Its objectives 
are “to promote health, safety, 
morals, order, convenience, pros- 
perity and general welfare,” with 
provisions for “traffic, safety, 
light and air, healthful and con- 
venient distribution of population, 
good civic design and arrange- 
ment.” 

Preservation and improvement 
of the central downtown business 
district, “indispensable nucleus of 
the whole metropolitan structure,” 
is a central purpose of the plan. 
The plan is designed to provide 
for the downtown area “far better 


about 500,000.” The population es- 
timate for the city in the plan 18 
900,000 or more. 

The amendments, besides the. 
one lessening the requirements for 
overruling a decision of the com- 
mission, were: 

A requirement that members of 
the commission be residents of 
the city of St. Louis; elimination 
of a provision that the map, show- 
ing the master plan, be filed with 
the Recorder of Deeds; and elimi- 
nation of the provision that one 
of the Mayor's appointees to the 
commission might be a member of 
the city Board of Adjustment. The 
latter board, the aldermen held, 
might have to pass on a question 
of sustaining or overruling the 
commission. 

Joseph A. McClain is present 
head of the City Plan Commission, 
having recently succeeded E. J. 
Russell, who was chairman for 24 
years. The map showing details 
of the master plan, so far as it 
is within the city’s boundaries, 
was printed in colors on a double 
page of the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
Pictures Magazine, last Jan. 26.

terday that after he had turned 
the miners’ letter, asking him to 
save their lives, over to the De- 
partment of Mines and Minerals, 
“as far as my office was con- 
cerned, that 
right there.” He said there were 
no other complaints and I heard 
nothing more about it.” 

He attempted to place respon- 
sibility for the disaster to the 
Federal Government, when asked 
what the state policy had been 
concerning the closing of unsafe 
mines. 

“We have a situation here,” he 
declared, “where the United States 
Government is the mine operator. 
The Government has its own in- 
spectors. The policy of the Gov- 
ernment has been to get out every 
ton of coal possible, during and 
since the war.” 

Asked about the disclosure by 
the Post-Dispatch that at least one 
mine inspector had been collect- 
ing funds from mine operators in 
behalf of the candidacy of Russell 
W. Root, Republican, known as 
“Gov. Green's man,” for mayor of 
Chicago, Gov, Green replied: 


“We had only one such com- 
plaint. This was called immedi- 
ately to the attention of Robert M. 
Medill, director of the Department 
of Mines and Minerals. Of course 
that was contrary to my policy. 
Mr. Medill stopped it.” 


No Mass Funeral. 


Meanwhile, Centralia and the 
surrounding towns began to bury 
their dead today. Two funerals 
were held this afternoon, with 
mony more to follow. 

No mass funeral is planned. At 
a meeting yesterday attended by 
clergymen, members of miners’ 
familes and undertakers, it was 
recommended that a group 
funeral be held only in the case 
of unidentifiahle bodies, although 
it was deemed expedient to hold 
joint services for small groups in 
churches and undertaking estab- 
lishments. 

The meeting, held at Centralia’s 
City Hall, opened with a moment 
of “silent prayer for those who're 
down there.” At these words, a 
woman in the audience fainted. 

A fund to aid needy families of 
miners who lost their lives, 
sponsored by the Centralia Sen- 
tinel, passed the $7500 mark in 
two days. 


Business Houses to Close. 


All business houses in Centralia 
will close Monday in the memory 
of the mine disaster victims. 

In addition to the 35 bodies 
identified yesterday, those brought 
from the mine and identified to- 
day included Ray O. Smith, 54 
years old; Miles McCollum, 65; 
Arthur H. Carter, 54; Henry 
Knicker, 59; Alfredo Pollacci, 69; 
Charles McGreavey, 57; Clarence 
McHenry, 50; Joseph Cerutti, 36; 
Paul Comper, 53; Louis Grotti, 45; 
Jacob Schmidt, 56; Charles Oes- 
treich, 61, and John Busse, 59—all 
of Centralia. Bodies of Dominick 
Cervi, 53, and Emmett Uhls, 48, 
both of Sandoval; Henry Hoeing- 
haus, 56, of Woodlawn; George 
Powell, 40, of Odin, and Eugene 
Erwin, 45, of Central City, also 
were identified. : 

In the mine, no scribbled notes 
or other evidences were found to 
indicate that any of the miners 
had had time to make any prepa- 
rations to save themselves. Many 
of the bodies brought out last 
night showed evidence of a flash 
of fire that is believed to have 
swept through the dust-filled mine 
following the explosion. Some 
the bodies were mutiliated beyond 
recognition excepting through pre- 
vious disfigurements or by per- 
sonal papers. ; 

U.S. Inspectors Aid Rescue. 


Participating in the rescue work 
were nine inspectors from the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Mines, rushed to 
the scene by C. A. Herbert, super- 
vising engineer for the Bureau at 
Vincennes, Ind. No clear picture 
of what occurred at the time c 
the explosion had been made 
available yet, however. Inspectors 
said they were concentrating on 
rescue, and would attempt to de- 
termine the cause of the disaster 
later. 

A dust explosion, or a break in 
the wall between the Mine No. 5, 
where the miners were trapped, 
and a nearby abandoned mine, 
liberating poison gasses into the 
active mine, were mentioned as 
cage by the inspectors.

MINE SAFETY DEVICE SOLD 
BY U.S, TO PRIVATE FIRM: 
DETECTS CARBON MONOXIDE 


WASHINGTON, March 28 (UP) 


HE Government sold to a0 
private concern yesterday 
| equipment to build a war- 

born device that will detect in 
60 seconds presence of carbon 
monoxide fumes in mines and 
elsewhere. 


The detector was invented 
and made exclusively during 
the war by the Bureau of 
Standards. It is a five-inch 
glass tube the size of a pencil. 
It is relatively inexpensive and 
easy to use. A yellow mixture 
in the tube turns green at the 
presence of carbon monoxide. 

War Assets Administration 
sold the bureau’s equipment, 
which was built at a cost of 
$6423, to the Mines Safety Ap- 
pliance Co., Pittsburgh, for 
$9500. Four firms have been 
licensed to make the tubes.

board examination on mining 
operation and safety procedures. 

County inspectors are appointed 
by county boards or commission- 
ers to assist the state inspector 
for their district, if requested by 
the state inspector. 

Besides examining applicants 
for mine inspector, the mining 
board examines applicants for cer- 
tificates of competency as mine 
managers, mine examiners, hoist- 
ing engineers and electrical hoist- 
ing engineers. Men holding these 
jobs in mines must have the cer- 
tificates, which are issued by the 
board. 

The director of the State De- 
partment of Mines and Minerals 
is the executive officer of the 
five-man mining board. He exe- 
cutes and enforces its orders. 

State law also requires all coal 
miners to have a certificate of 
competency. These certificates 
are granted by another agency, 


the miners’ examining board, con- 
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sisting of four members ap- 
pointed by the director of the 
Mines and Minerals Department 
with approval of the Governor. 

Applicants for miners’ certifi- 
cates of competency must pass an 
examination given by the board. 
The law requires this examina- 
tion to include “at least 12 prac- 
tical questions” on mining. 
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According to the State Mines 
and Minerals Department, miners 
may have the mines in which 
they work examined at any time 
by state inspectors upon request. 

The mines also are subject to 
federal inspection and must be 


examined on every operating day 
by the mine’s own examiners.

Turks Reported Planning

FCC Action Recommend- 
ed by Hutchins Group 
If Broadcasters Fail to 


Take Steps. 


CHICAGO, March 28 (AP)—A 
commission of educators and oth- 
ers formed three years ago to 
study American radio reports the 
industry has “much accomplish- 
ment to its credit” in public serv- 
ice but that “much more is 
needed” to meet the public’s grow- 


ing needs. 

The commission, headed by Rob- 
ert M. Hutchins, chancellor of the 
University of Chicago, recom- 
mends: 

“An effort by members of the 
industry itself, acting separately 
and collectively; appraisal of the 
radio by organized groups of citi- 
zens in local communities; and 
vigorous, but carefully limited, 
action by the federal administra- 
tive agency to promote the most 
effective service in the public in- 
terest.” 

The commission recommended in 
its report made public yesterday 
that the Federal Communications 
Commission, in granting licenses, 
follow a policy which will extend 
radio, television and facsimile 
services; as far as possible, to 
“every village in the land.” 

It urged that by license policy 
the FCC provide local outlets for 
local news and discussion of pub- 
lic issues, and that,the FCC pro- 
hibit dual ownership of station 
facilities offering the same type 
of service in any community, dual 
ownership of networks, and “ex- 
cessive” network ownership of 
control of individual radio sta- 
tions. 

The FCC, it said, should “explore 
all possible. means of reducing 
those barriers which may prevent 
new groups from owning stations 
by inflated purchase price, by un- 
necessarily. high line communica- 
tion charges’, by rules against 
transcriptions and recordings, and 
by restrictive provisions in station 
affiliation with networks.” 

“Further diversity and expan- 
sion of radio service by the de- 
velopment of non-commercial or 
self-supporting stations under the 
sponsorship of educational institu- 
tions, foundations and ‘state and 


| local governments,” it said, should

Could Paralyze All

OV. THOMAS E. DEWEY yes- 
Gas signed a labor-de- 

nounced bill barring strikes 
by public employes, declaring such 
walkouts could “quickly lead to 
the paralysis of all society,” and 
to anarchy. 


“This no people can permit and 
survive,” Dewey said in a mem- 
orandum accompanying his sign- 
ing of the bill which provides for 
automatic dismissal of 
public workers in New York 
state. 

Dewey, considered a contender 
for the 1948 Republican presiden- 
tial nomination, said: “Strikes 
against government are wholly un- 
lawful,” and added: 

“A strike against government 
would be successful only if it 
could produce paralysis of govern- 
ment. 

The paralysis of any portion of 
government could quickly lead to 
the paralysis of all society. Paraly- 
sis of government is anarchy and 
~ anarchy liberties become use- 
ess,” 

It was Dewey’s first public com- 
ment on the controversial meas- 
ure, although he reportedly exert- 
ed influence for its passage in the 
Legislature. 

e said the bill provided “mod- 
erate but firm” penalties, and 
“carefully preserves every right 
enjoyed by public employes to ex- 
press their views, complaints and 
grievances, privately or publicly.” 

The law, effective immediately, 
prohibits strikes by all employes 
of the state and its political sub- 
divisions and provides that: 

1. Strikers be discharged au- 
tomatically. 

2. Strikers may be re-em- 
ployed, but at no increase in sal- 
ary and with pay raises barred 
for three years and tenure 
rights suspended for five. 

3. An employe absent without 
“lawful.approval of his superior” 
would be “deemed on strike” yn- 
less, at a hearing requested 
within 10 days, he proved he 
had not violated the law. 

Dewey signed the measure with 

apparent disregard for possible 
political reprisals. He took the ac- 
tion over the protests of organ- 
ized labor, civil service employe 
groups and school teacher organi- 
zations. He had ignored labor re- 
quests for a public hearing.

Ladue’s Library Needs 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The decision of the City Council of 
Ladue to establish its own public libra- 
ry on a tenth of a mill tax base is dif- 
ficult to understand. 

A tenth of a mill on Ladue’s assessed 
valuation of $15,991,913 will yield only 
$1600 a year. It is simply impossible to 
give adequate library service to any 
number of people on that amount of 
money. A competent, trained librarian 
could not be found who would work for 
$133.38 a month. In addition books must 
be bought, housing provided, mainte 
nance costs met, and equipment and sup- 
plies acquired. 

The American Library Association 

* gays no library with less than $25,000 

annual income can provide well-rounded 

service. To raise this amount of money 

would require almost per capita on 
the basis of recent population estimates 
for Ladue. In other words, the tax nec- 

essary would be about two and a half 
mills. 

Furthermore, if the County Library tax 
dt one mill continues in effect, as I am 
* eonfident it will, it is quite possible that 

Ladue may be confronted with the pay- 
ment of both taxes. It is only if a libra- 
ry is actually established and maintained 
that Ladue would be in a position to 
de exempt from the County Library tax. 

It is conceivable that the adult resi- 
dents of Ladue can either buy the books 
they want to read or go without. Ladue 

children, however, are entitled to public 
service and to a wide variety of careful- 

chosen books. Certainly they can’t 
have them on an expenditure of $1600 a 
year. One bookmobile costs $5000 and its 
collection of books that much more. One 
bookmobile trip to a Ladue school would 
provide the children with books and 
equipment worth six times as much as 
the proposed tenth of a mill tax.

elections for a good many years, and there is 
no indication that it will be changed so long 
as the method of choosing the board remains as 
K is, a aN 

Men and women of suitable stature have 
neither the time nor temperament to make a 
political race for the job. A candidate must ob- 
tain 7000 signatures on his election petition, 
and he will meet with the demand, whether he 
accedes to it or not, to put up two or three 
thousand dollars for precinct workers on elec- 
tion day. In addition he has to make innumer- 
able personal contacts, appear at political meet- 
ings and perform other rites and ceremonies 
that take time. If he wins, he is rewarded with 
an unsalaried job that takes a further heavy toll 
of his time. 
| + . 0 

Too often, therefore, only a person who sees 
a chance to use the position for personal ad- 
vantage will make the race. So the board has 
come to consist predominantly of men who have 
insurance to peddle, furniture to sell, or some 
service to advertise. Else they are members who 
are backed by the custodians’ union, the alumni 
of the local teachers’ college, or some other 
special group which they will represent to the 
injuty of the larger interests of the schools. 

At worst, they are men like Richard Murphy, 
who used the position as a pressure for teach- 
ers to buy stocks and bonds, or who take money 
secretly from real estate promoters for authoriz- 
ing a new school for a prospective subdivision. 

Such men stall, bicker and equivocate on 
issues where the interests of the schools are 
quite clear, and they tend to choose as school 
administrators men afflicted with their own 
failings. This is the trouble with the School 
Board and with the city schools now; it is the 
reason why the public cannot trust the board's 
recommendations on school revenues. 

Three weeks ago today the voters rejected 
the School Board’s plea for $2,500,000 additional 
revenue annually for operating expenses; and 
now the Governmental Research Institute pub- 
lishes a survey finding that the schools need 
no additional operating revenue, though they 
do need building funds. The School Board's 
Bond and Tax Committee yesterday bowed to 
the Research Institute’s findings and voted to 
abandon for the present plans to, call another 
election for more funds.

Evidently the board does not have the pub- 
lic’s confidence and does not deserve it. The 
question is how to get a board which can com- 
mand public confidence and co-operation. 
The Post-Dispatch for several years has advo- 
cated legislation to take the School Board out 
of politics by an adaptation of the nonpartisan 
plan of selecting circuit judges in St. Louis. A 
commission chosen by the Bar Association of 


„the Eighth Judicial Circuit nominates a panel 


of qualified aspirants from which the Governor 
fills vacancies on the court. This method has 
proved its value in raising the standards of the 
local bench, and it can do as much for the 
School Board, | | 

Representatives Columbo and Murphy have 
introduced in the Legislatuse a bill providing 
such a system for choosing the School Board. 
It provides for the appointment of a panel from 
which the Mayor would fill vacancies on the 
board. Present members would serve out the 
terms to which they were elected and replace- 
ments would be made by appointment. These 
replacements, in turn, would be subject to pop- 
ular vote at the next general election on whether 
the people want to retain them or not. 

Under the Columbo-Murphy bill, the panel 
of possible appointees would be chosen by a 
commission consisting of the Chancellor of 
Washington University, the President of St. 
Louis University and a third member to be 
named by the Presiding Judge of the Circuit 
Court. Mr. Columbo and Mr. Mutphy announce, 
however, they are not finally committed in the 
detailed mechanics of their measure, but are 
open to suggestion.

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That Fine Tax Cut Frenzy 


In as fine a frenzy of unrealism as has been

Can Centralia count on Senator Brooks? 
Again the answer is No. He is already engaged 
in the despicable business of trying to white- 
wash the negligent state officials. An errand 
boy for the boss of the Republican party in 
Illinois, Robert R. McCormick, publisher of 
the Chicago Tribune, Senator Brooks seeks to 
hang responsibility on federal authorities, par- 
ticularly on Secretary Krug, since the Depart- 
ment of the Interior is still in technical control 
of the mines.

Mr, Truman says that he bases his strin- 
gent order on the thesis that each employe 
of the Government “is endowed with the 
measure of trusteeship over the democratic 
processes which are the heart and sinew 
of the United States.” That's too true to 
be debatable. 

The preamble of the document gives the 
impression that the President thinks that 
even one disloyal person in a federal job 
would be a threat to our democratic proc- 
esses, The President wants all of them 
out. 

A presidential order on the same subject 
might Well have been issued in 1987 when 
the Times exposed the nation-wide activi- 
ties in this country of Hitler’s bund. That 
organization advocated and approved acts 
of force and violence to deny other persons 
their rights under the Constitution of the 
United States. It soyght to alter the form 
of our government by unconstitutional 
means, 


The Immediate Target 


It used Congressmen and other. public 
officials to do its dirty work. It had its 
propaganda printed in the Congressional 
Record and distributed free by the Post 
Office Department. The bund and its 
stooges were serving the interests of an- 
other government in preference to the in- 
terests of the United States. 


These and other things are covered by 
the Truman order, setting up a standard 
of conduct for employes and establishing 
a procedure for investigations and dis- 
missals.

No Preferred Rights 


We want also to warn the President 
about the dangers that lurk in those para- 
graphs of his order relating to disclosure 
of documents or information of a confiden- 
tial or “non-public character.” 


The President will have not only the ap- 
plause but the support of every citizen in 
every legitimate effort to protect the se- 
curity ‘of the United States in these trou- 
bled times. But the President can’t do 
everything himself. He has to rely on 
others to enforce the order. We know he 
must realize the great temptation that 
often comes to men inside of government 
to decide that too many things are of a 
“non-public character.” 


Democracy works best when the greatest 
number of people have the widest knowl 
edge about their government and the ac- 
tions of ita officials and employes. Many 
governments have fallen because men in 
office felt that they had preferred rights 
to be the sole and secret custodians of in- 
formation which they wanted kept from 
the people, 

Mr. Truman’s order raises the age-old 
question, “Who shall be the custodians of 
the custodians?” In this country, people 
are the custodians of their public officials 
and of their own freedom. 


When the President comes to the ap- 
proval of rules applying to information 
which is non-public, he must be sure that 
it has such a close connection with public 
security as to justify its confidential status,

Between Book Ends 
Riches ina Little Room 


mE PORTABLE THOREAU, With an Introduction by 
rl Bode. (The Viking Press, New York.) 
Almost exactly 100 years ago, Henry Da- 
vid Thoreau—“Emerson's self-reliant man 
in action“ —ended his two-year show of 
self-sufficiency at Walden Pond. Not till 
seven years later (1854) did he publish the 
long-deliberated record of his adventure 
there in spiritual development. The read- 
ing world was slow to buy; circylation for 
many years was slow. Lowell felt that 
Thoreau was a mere satellite of Emerson, 
Abroad, Stevenson called him a “skulker.” 
But when the centenary of “Walden, oF 
Life in the Woods” rolls around, the record 
will show a surge of appreciation given te 
few authors. For “Walden” has had more 
reprintings than any other pre-Civil War 
American book and has been translated 


into every major modern language,

the handy Viking “Portables.” Around i 
have been set, garnished with an informa- 
tive introduction and transitional commen- 
tary, meaty selections from “The Maine

Faults of Journalism. 


E like to boast that our channels of news—press and radio— 
are the most free in the world. We compare them with the 
controlled press and radio of Soviet Russia which parrot the 


official government-party line. 


But it’s a little early to sit back 
and assume that we have reached 
a state of perfection certain to 
endure forever. A report has just 
been released by 
13 prominent 
Americans who, 
for three years 
off and on, have 
studied the prob- 
lem of a free 
press in a world 
in which power 
has become 
more ang more 
centralized, 


as a nation, and 

particularly those of us in the 
newspaper field, can’t feel too 
self-satisfied. 

Extremists Will Object. 

Chairman of the Commission on 
Freedom of the Press was Chan- 
cellor Robert M. Hutchins of the 
University of Chicago. Among 
the members were a business 
man, Beardsley Ruml, a corpora- 
tion lawyer, Joho Dickinson, and 
professors in various fields. Their 
study was finance by grants from 
Time, Inc., and the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica. 

Extremists of both left and 
right wil] be unhappy over what 
these thoughtful men have to say. 
Some won't like their report be- 
cause it dares to criticize the 
press, radio and movies for their 
failures. Extremists on the left 
won't like it because it doesn’t 
yell for government regulation, 

One of the chief threats to a 
free press, the commission found, 
was the increasing concentration 
of contro] over the means of com- 
munication, A few men exercis- 
ing remote control have too little 
accountability to the millions who 
are served by main channels of 
communication such as the radio. 


Favors Public Criticism. 


Cheapness, sensation and lying 
are Other threats, according to the 
commission's report. It is inter- 
esting to note that the charge of 
sensationalism is the one most fre- 
quently brought against our press 
by visiting journalists from Soviet 
Russia, who boast that their press 
is the best in the world. 

The only change by way of law 
that the commission recommends 
is a supplement to the law of 
libel under which a newspaper 


> 


could be compelled to publish a 
retraction for a falsehood. In fact, 
the commission is keenly aware 
of the rs of a “solution” by 
government. They would extend 


to radio and the movies the free-

They suggest 
the aid of institutions and founda- 
tions for analysis and criticism of 
the faults of the press. 

The report takes a dim view of 
schools ef journalism. The need in 
journalism is for education and 
research *‘eyond the mere tech- 
niques necessary to earn a living. 

What it may come down to is 
self-restraint. Cheap sensation 
and, yes, false sensation, can be 
turned into easy money these 
days. But that is also an easy way 
to destroy one of the freedoms 
that have come out of centuries 
of struggle and strife.

I work as hard as I know how 
cver this stint of mine, trying to 
keep it responsible and honest 
within the framework of my opin- 
ions. But now and then, with the 
best intentions, you make mis 
takes—big and little mistakes, 

The other day I wrote a piece

William Charles, chairman of 
the economy section, asserted that 
many economies could not be 
made because of an _ illogical 
grouping of functions within and 
among municipal agencies and 
because of the complexity and in- 
consistency among the various 
municipal agencies. 

Confusion exists in the legisla- 
tive and executive functions with- 
in the present charter, he said, 
local governmental powers 
are dispersed among various au- 
thorities. Authority and respon- 
sibility are divided. 

Many functions now performed 
by State officers should be more 
under the control of the city 
which must finance them, the sec- 
tion reported, It recommended 


changes be sought in State stat- 


utes to give the city more budg- 
etary control over these expendi- 
tures, 

While the section agreed that 
the police department should re- 
main independent, it recommend- 
ed that the city fiscal authorities 
should have more to say about the 
department’s finances.

Russell, who won two Motion 
Picture Academy, acting awards 
this year for his work in “The 
Best Years of Our Lives,” now 
playing at the St. Louis Theater, 
was introduced by Dr. G. Malone 
Stroud, tbastmaster. Russell was 
accompanied by his wife, Rita, 

TNT in Hands. 


His experiences, dramatized in 
the movie, as Dr. Stroud and other 
speakers told, began when, on 
June 6, 1944, Russell, an in- 
structor in demolition at Camp 
Mackall, attached a defective fuse 
to a half-pound charge of TNT. 
It exploded in his grasp. When 
he regained consciousness, he dis- 
covered that both his hands had 
been amputated at the wrists. 

Russell, however, preferred to 
dwell on the experiences of other 
veterans in beating their way back 
to health. One such example was 
that of an aviator friend who 
found himself “too short” for his 
fiance, 

“Standing on his new artificial 
legs, my friend was two inches 
shorter than his girl. So he went 
to his doctor and asked him for a 
pair of artificial legs just three 
inches longer. What's wrong with 
the ones you've got on?’ the doctor 
asked. They're too attenuated for 
true romance,’ answered the flyer.” 

“Prosthetic devices” is the offi- 
cial Army phrase for the hooks, 
articulated by motions of the 
shoulders and arms, that Russell 
uses for hands, as he demon- 
strated at the dinner. 

Neckties a Problem. 

Able to get dressed, eat his 
meals, smoke cigarettes, and 
pick up glasses and turn door- 
knobs, as he told the reporter, 
the only task he finds insurmount- 
able is tying his own neckties. 
Grinning at Mrs. Russell, he told 
of meeting a handless veteran of 
World War I who uses prosthetic 
devices and of asking him what 
one does about neckties. “You get 
married,” the older man said.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 28 
~—Preparation of a comprehensive 
plan for development of the St. 
Louis metropolitan area, including 
the city of St. Louis, East St.

Hospital after a long illness. 

Pugnacious Johnny, brilliant 
second baseman of the early-day 
Chicago Cubs, suffered a cerebral 
hemorrhage late Tuesday. He was 
taken to the hospital from his 


home where he had spent the last 
five years of his life bedridden or 
confined to a Wheel chair after a 
stroke in August 1942. 
‘Tinker-to-Evers-to-Chance.’ 

What Evers lacked in size—he 
weighed only 130 pounds at the 
peak of his career—he made up 
in aggressive playing afield as 
part of the Tinkers-to-Evers-to- 
Chance combination. The smooth 
working trio, Joe Tinker at short- 
stop, and Frank Chance at first, 
broke the hearts of many op- 
ponents with their lightning double 
plays. 

Last year Evers was named to 
Baseball’s Hall of Fame at Coop- 
erstown, the highest award the 
game gives its heroes. It was an 
honor Johnny had long been wait- 
ing. In the past his name was 
high on the tabulations but he 
failed to get the required number 
of votes. 

When Evers was notified of his 
selection to the Hall of Fame his 
first thoughts were of the other

Evers said that he was “glad we 
all made it together. Chance,” he 
added, “should have been chosen 
long ago.”

The leisurely build-up contrasts the menace of the woods 
at night and the dark mysteriousness of the farmer with the 
freshness and stubborn curiosity of the young chore boy and 
the farmer’s adopted daughter, and the charm of pastoral 
scenes. When the violent climax blows the lid off the mystery, 
its fascination lies in the intentness of the logical unfolding 
of an evil story rather than in any shock. It is a strange and 
grim picture, told with dramatic economy, expertly acted by 
Robinson, Judith Anderson as his sister, and a quartet of 
young players, Lon McCallister, Allene Roberts, Julie London 
and Rory Calhoun.

Super Western 

In “CALIFORNIA,” currently at the FOX ‘HEATER, 
Paramount evidently intended to construct what used to be 
called an “epic,” along Western lines, It has thrown three of 
its brightest stars, Ray Milland, Barbare Stanwyck and Barry 
Fitzgerald, into the cast, and supported them 
with euch troupers as George Coulouris and 
Albert Dekker.

The villain is not merely an uncouth rat trying to rustle 
a few cows or take over a saloon. He's a cultured smoothie with a 
sense of destiny, out to be dictator of the whole state of Call- 
fornia. His opponents, Milland and Fitzgerald, want to save 
California for the Union (it's 1848, or thereabouts) and their 
dialogue is filled with awe at being a part of history. 


But, in spite of its pretensions, it relies on the old standbys 
for thrills—the rootin’, shootin’ climax when Milland’s boys 
attack Coulouris’s hacienda fortress, the knife-fight between 
Milland and Dekker, the card game for big stakes between 
Milland and Barbara, who plays a woman gambler, the Hatred 
that Turns to Love between Ray and Barbara, and the like.. 
It adds up to standard horse-opera, better dressed. Miss Stan- 
wyck sings, or appears to sing, three songs in a pleasant but 
unexceptional voice. 
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English Heir-Raiser 
“DEAD OF . IGHT,” which opens tomorrow at the ART, 
is a weird and eerie psychological thriller, with a nice surprise 
twist at the end. It is one of the Rank English films being 
distributed in this country by Universal. “ts players, headed by 
Mervyn Johns and Roland Culver, are not 
well known here, but they o excellent bits of 
acting. The .creen play, by John Baines and

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Out of Flaming Hell of Berlin 


Capt. Reitsch and Gen. Von Seim Depart Under Hitler's Orders to Seek Help - He Stays

T 1:30 on the morning of April 
30 Hitler, with chalk-white 
face, came to Gen. von Greim's 
room and slumped down on the 
edge of the bed. 

“Our only hope is Wenck,” he 
said, “and to make his entry possi- 
ble we must call up every avail- 
able aircraft of cover his ap- 
proach,” 

Hitler then claimed that he had 
just been informed the Wenck's 
guns were already shelling the 
Russians in Potsdamer Platz. 

“Every available plane,” Hitler 
said, “must be called up by day- 
light. Therefore I order you to 
return to Rechlin and muster your 
planes from there, It is the task 


of your aircraft to destroy the 


positions from which the Russians 
will launch their attack on the 
chancellery. With Luftwaffe help, 
Wenck may get through. 

“That is the first reason why 
you must leave the shelter. The 
second is that Himmler. must be 


stopped. A traitor must never suc- : 


ceed me as fuehrer! You must 
get out to insure that he will not.” 

Von Greim and Fraulein Reitsch 
protested that the attempt would 
be futile, that it would be impossi- 
ble to reach Rechlin, that they 
preferred to die in the shelter, 
that the mission could not suc- 
ceed, that it was insane. 

“As soldiers of the reich,” Hit- 
ler answered, “it is our holy duty 
to exhaust every possibility. This 
is the chance of success that 
remains, It is your duty and mine 
to take it.” 

Thirty minutes after Hitler had 
given the order they left the 
shelter. 

Outside the whole city was 
aflame and Reitsch claims that 
she is certain that her plane was 
the last craft available. 

She dismisses as highly unlike- 
ly the possibility that another 
plane could have gotteh in and 
possibly out again with Hitler as 
a passenger. If this had happened, 
she says, Greim would certainly 
have been informed, She knows 
that such a message was never 
delivered. 

She knows too, that Greim or- 
dered other planes in, but that 
each craft was shot down and as 
Russian troops already solidly 
ringed the city, she is certain Hit- 
ler never left Berlin. 

The broad street leading from 
Brandenburger Tor was to be 
used for a takeoff. About 1400 
feet of uncratered pavement was 
available as a runway. 

The takeoff was made under 
hailing Russian fire, and as the 
plane rose to rooftop level it was

“Of eourse,” said Himmler, al- 
most jovially. 

“Is it true, Herr Reichsfuehrer, 
that you contacted the Allies with 
proposals of peace without orders 
to do so from Hitler?” 

“But of course!” 

“You betrayed your fuehrer and 
your people in the very darkest 
hour?

Greim was under treatment for 
his wounded leg until May 23, 
when he wag taken to Salzburg 
to be taken on to Germany as 
a prisoner of war. 

He committed suicide with Hit- 
ler’s poison capsule in Salzburg 
on the night of May 24. 

Fraulein Reitsch remained in 
Kitzbuhl until August, then went 
to Salzburg, her residence since 
she and her family had been 
evacuated from their home in 
Silesia as the Russians advanced. 

It is felt that her idealism and 
her exact knowledge regarding 
many of the faults of the Nazi 
system, if put to proper use, 
might eventually be of value in 
the re-education of the German

Helping Child 


Learn Poems 
And Rhymes 


By Angelo Patri 


N TEACHING children under 
the age of eight rhymes, poems 
and songs, our first thought 


_ should be to get the words correct- 


ly in their minds and on their 


ngues. 

Children chant poems for their 
music, They love the rhyme and 
the rhythm. Few of them have any 
understanding of the meaning of 
the words. That is still beyond 
them and it is better ignored. It is 
not helpful, for example, to try to 
explain “America” or “The Star 
Spangled Banner” to little chil- 
dren. If they get the words, if they 
get the feeling, they do well. 

When we try to explain the 
meanin of the words, we only 
confuse the children. We pile 
sound on sound and that does not 
help. Later, when the children 
reach the fourth, fifth and sixth 
grades in elementary school, we 
should begin probing for the 
meanings. Rut first have the 
words clearly and accurately pro- 
nounced, -

IN TEACHING such poems, we 


must say each poem straight 
through first, so the child gets 
the whole of it and feels its emo- 
tion and music. Then line by line, 
every word clean-cut, the children 
should repeat it, sometimes sing- 
ly, always in concert. 

The concert work in learning 
poetry is often frowned upon by 
modern teachers, but I stand by 
it. First the children hear the 
correct words, see it before them 
on a chart or blackboard, then 
say it, chant it if they like—for 
the music of poetry is its excuse 
for being.

ARCH winds bring forth, 
along with “unusual” snow- 
storms, April showers and 
May flowers, windows that ratle, 
garage doors that bang and a host 
of other noisy troubles. 
A window will bang and ham- 
mer if the moulding strips were 


not put back on properly follow- 
ing a repair job, or if the sash 
has has become worn or has 
shrunk. Replacing the moulding 
properly is not a great trick but, 
if the sash is causing the trouble, 
it will have to be removed and 
thin strips of wood glued to the 
edges so as to take up the play. 
A loose window pane can make 
considerable noise before it final- 
ly breaks, Use putty and glazier's 
points to fasten panes in securely. 

No hinge is going to hold for 
very long if the door is swung 
back and forth by a high wind. 
This is especially true of big doors 


like the ones on a garage. Hither 
see that the doors are closed and 
fastened, or put posts in the 
ground with hooks on them 80 
that the doors can be held secure 
when they are open.

or stock, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth cup mild vinegar or 
lemon juice, one tablespoon grated 
onion, one and one-half cups 


minced celery, slices of skinned 
tomato, stuffed olives, lettuce, 
mayonnaise.

T is often good defense to 0

cidedly is not the case when the 
declarer is in a fairly high con- 
tract and when the opening leader 
can “force” the declarer. Observe 
this typical case: 

West, dealer.

West, with the obvious inten- 
tion of insuring four heart tricks 
for himself, opened his singleton 
diamond. This not only picked up 
East’s diamond stopper en route 
but, far worse, surrendered the 
timing of the hand to the declar- 
er. The latter laid down the jack 
of hearts at the second trick. 
West won and, still searching for 
his diamond ruff, shifted to 
spades. This little maneuver es 
tablished declarer’s king —some- 
thing he could not have done for 
himself. East's diamond return 
gave West the precious ruff but 
now the only tricks remaining 
for West were the ace and ten of 
hearts, and the three-heart con- 
tract was therefore down only 
one trick, 

West's last wish should have 
been to shorten his own trump 
suit! Obviously, he should have 
opened the king of the suit that 
he had such strength in and 
which had been supported by his 
partner, namely clubs. It would 
do South no good to refuse to 
ruff, and after he did so and led 
a heart, which West would win, 
a second club lead would further 
reduce the South hand in trumps 
By thus getting the jump on 
South, West could force him four 
times, which would leave West 
with one more trump than the 
closed hand, despite the latter's 
original seven-card length! 

Thus, it is almost certain that 
the three-part contract would 
have gone down 800 points in- 
stead of 200, merely because of 
the more logical opening lead,
